Agapne the Popes ſecte holde, that 
{t perteyneth by ryght to the Pope on⸗ 
ly, to call togyther generall councels, 
wherin they riue agapnſt a manyfeſt 
truthe. It is a wonder to ſee, that the 
Pope is not aſhamed to aduance hym 
ſelle, and to lyfte vp his combe in the 
churche, foz a matter wherof Byngrs 
myght boaff chem ſelues. J fpeake not 
this, as thoughe Jeſfeemed nottheer- 
cellency of Rynges Foꝛ vnto them we 
owe bothe honour and obedience. But 
bycauſe theeccleſſaicall dignitte, ſet⸗ 
tyng at naughte all earthly Bezke and 
tyche lle, ſhoulde delyꝛe and ſeene Foz a 
beavenly pzeemfnence and renoume.

fpnode with the ſame condemned Di⸗ 
vicozus. Pozeouer the ſame fonrthe 
ſpnode, in the. v. canon thereof, wzp- 
teth in this wyſe woꝛde foꝛ wooꝛde, of 
the. xii.xiij.xiiij. and. xv. Canon of the 
Apoftles. As fo: ſuche byſſhoppes as 
wander frem one citie to an other, and 
olten chaunge thep2 mynifterp, it ſee⸗ 
meth god to this Synode, that they 
ſhall be in daunger and punplched, by 
the Canons of the Apoſtles, Further- 
moze the Decrees of the ſpree Spnode
